Now in November, 1640. the honorable Houſe of Commons ad- g,, ap: |} 
mitting of my Appeal, granted me liberty and priviledge to pro- peal. 
ſecute my complaint made to them of theſe illgall Decrees, in purſuit 
whereof whilſt I waspermitted to go abroad[| for 1 was reſtrained five 
moneths and upwards in contempt of their Order] I ſolicited the 
grand Committee for Courts of Juſtice, and after the diſſolution of 
that Committee, the publike diltraftions prevented my further pro- 
ſecution : Nevertheleſſe upon the 10. of December, 1649. the 
Commiſſioners for the great Seal,[ in the abſence of the Lord hit- 
tocke preferring their own ſubordinate and derivative power before 
the Supreme and Primitive Authority of the Parliament ; upon ſur- | 
mizes that I had negleAed to proſecute my complaint, and rhat 1 'Þ 
had removed my ſelf from the Fleet to the Upper Bench (whereas I 
proſecuted as aforeſaid, and was removed tothe Bench by the under- 
hand praQtice of James 7»gram the Deputy-Warden of the Fleet) 
took away the liberty which the Parliament had granted me, by re- 
manding meto the Fleet :_ but upon the 5. of March, 1649. the ſaid 
Commiſſioners with Lord Fhitlocke, upon true informations ordered 
me my former liberty upon ſuch ſecurity for true impriſonment, as 
M.Rich a Maſter of that Court ſhould allow, who flying from 2509. 
[ propounded by himſelf Jro 6000.pounds ſecurity,beat off my friends 
from being bound, beſides other infolent abuſes which he ebtruded - 
upon me only for ſpeaking of truth, and offering to prove that the 
debt in queſtion is feigned, and that Harris owes me 465. pounds - 
Thus the Commiſſioners Order was eluded,til[the 22.0f April,1650,7 
that the ſaid Commiſſioners (tn the abſence of Lord W1itlocke, as 
before) diſſolved- the Order for my inlargement, only leaving me 
to ſhew cauſe ; but having found by experience that the Ocders of 
that Court to me have been no lefle endlefle then eaſcleſſe, and ſee- 
ing that I have to contend with their wills', and not with their un- 


deritandings, (for I have ſhezwgd them ſufficient reaſons for my liber- 
ty Jand that they — no leſſe aanda#*fainc, Wow my 
thraledome ; therefore as before, I now again humbly renew and re- 
vive my Appeal to the Parliament. |
